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FARM YIELDS MORE FROM LESS 
Sho uld 
any o ne 
still 
imagine 
that 
America’s “ farm pro blem” is so mething 
created so lely by po liticians, perhaps he 
sho uld scan so me new Agriculture Depart­ 
ment figures which reflect so me o f the 
fundamental changes do wn o n the farm. 
Fo r instance, in 1 957 farmers intend to 
plant the smallest cro p acreage o f any y ear 
since 1 91 7 —3 3 4 millio n acres against 3 1 3 
millio n then. Yet in 1 91 7 America’s po pu­ 
latio n was aro und 1 0 0 millio n and to day we 
must feed 1 7 0 millio n. 
Ev en mo re striking is the co mpariso n 
po ssible o n co rn acreage alo ne. The o utlo o k 
is fo r the planting o f 7 4 .4 millio n acres, the 
lo west to tal since President Gro v er Clev e­ 
land’s first term (1 885 -1 889) when o ur 
po pulatio n was less than 6 0 millio n. 
Of co urse so me o f this reductio n is o nly 
po ssible because big surpluses still stand in 
sto rage to fill o ut the co untry ’s needs. But 
the mo re dramatic fact is the tremendo us 
increase in pro ductiv e y ields, by which 
farmers get v astly greater o utput fro m less 
and less acreage. 
These figures are stro ng ev idence o f the 
rev o lutio n that has been slo wly unfo lding 
o n America’s farms fo r the past sev eral 
decades. 


GOODWILL ENVOY 
Ireland has sent us an uno fficial ambas­ 
sado r who is building go o dwill fo r his co un­ 
try wherev er he go es. He is Ro bert Brisco e, 
lo rd may o r o f Dublin. 
May o r Brisco e is a Jew, and he is pro ud 
o f his faith and o f the ancient heritage 
that is his. Yet he is equally pro ud o f his 
heritage as an Irishman, and his bro gue 
and his quick sense o f humo r mark him 
Irish as surely as if his name were Murphy 
o r O’Brien. 
May o r Brisco e is the first Jew ev er to 
ho ld o ffice as lo rd may o r o f Dublin. The fact 
that he was elected in an area in which 
the po pulatio n is predo minantly Christian 
is an indicatio n o f maturity o n the part o f 
the electo rate. He was giv en his o ffice be­ 
cause o f his talent and his capacity fo r 
serv ice. Irishmen who v o ted fo r him put 
bigo try aside. That is an enco uraging thing 
in any co mmunity . 
The may o r has been a so ldier and a busi­ 
nessman. His ready wit and perso nal charm 
make it easy to understand his success in 
ix >litics, especially in a co untry where 
t harm is so highly v alued. Sure and Ro bert 
Brisco e is a true so n o f the Old So d, regard­ 
less o f whether he wo rships o n a Saturday 
o r Sunday . 


THE GAIN IN HEALING 
One o f the great pheno mena o f civ ilized 
man’s ex perience thus far in the 2 0 th cen­ 
tury has been the tremendo us adv ance in 
medical science. The pro gress made in 
l'esearch, and in the applicatio n o f it, has 
been almo st unbeliev able. 
This sho uld be kept in mind when o ne 
hears the co mplaint that “ the do cto rs just 
do n’t kno w eno ugh.” Of co urse they do n’t 
kno w eno ugh, and they are generally the 
first to admit it. But what they do kno w 
is so much mo re ex tensiv e than what they 
knew at the turn o f the century that there 
is hardly a basis fo r co mpariso n.

The British and French have de­ 
velo ped an unusual dislike fo r Dulles. It might be 
said th at no Secretary o f S tate in recent years 
has been as unpo pular with o u r principal allies 
as Dulles has beco me. 
It has been during the Eisenho wer Adminis­ 
tratio n that G reat B ritain and France have su f­ 
fered mo st drastically fro m American o ppo sitio n 
to Euro pean co lo nialism 
in Africa and 
Asia. 
W hereas during the Tru m an Adm inistratio n, it 
came to be reco gnized th at So viet Russia is the 
principal enemy o f the United S tates and that 
the strength o f this co u ntry lay in its alliance 
with G reat Britain and France, during the Eisen­ 
ho wer Adm inistratio n the co ncept was develo ped 
that the secu rity o f the United S tates lay in the 
go o d-will o f the underdevelo ped, unco mmitted, 
bargaining co untries o f Africa and Asia. 
The climax came with the seizure o f the Suez 
Canal by N asser and the co stly events that fo l­ 
lo wed Bo th the British and the French are no w 
co nvinced th at when N asser seized the canal, 
they sho uld have go ne in and po lished him o ff 
fast. That they did no t do this was due to the a t­ 
titu de o f Jo hn Fo ster Dulles who was co nstantly 
seeking alternatives to war.

This co nflict o f perso nalities and ideas o nly 
co ncerns Israel as it affects this small natio n’s 
stru ggle fo r survival. Israel pursued a co urse dic­ 
tated by the United States. That co urse has 
strengthened Nasser. It has strengthened the 
pro -So viet elem ents in the Arab states. It co uld 
destro y no t o nly Israel but also Jo rdan and the 
S200.000.000 o f aid designated fo r the Middle 
East co uld be used to luring Saudi Arabia and 
Syria no t o nly into Israel bu t into Jo rdan as well. 
It is the purpo se o f Israel no t to die. And if 
that m eans th at the Israeli will fight into the 
streets o f Cairo , th at will happen, to o . To m eet 
precisely th at po ssibility, So viet Russia has sent 
Shepilo v to Cairo and with him undo ubtedly go es 
a staff o f experts, including m ilitary experts. 
While it is ridiculo us to regard the erro rs o f 
American po licy during the past six mo nths as 
irreparable, they have bo o n unnecessarily co stly.

Parkinso nism , also called shaking palsy o r 
paralysis agitans, is a chro nic diso rder o f the cen­ 
tral nervo us system characterized by slo w mo ve­ 
ments, weakness, m uscular rigidity and trem o r. 
The patien t’s appearance is characteristic. He 
usually has an u nblinking staring expressio n and 
the muscles o f the face seem smo o thed o ut and 
alm o st mo tio nless. 
Often the m o uth is held 
slightly o pen and there may be a slight dro o l. 
The patient walks with slo w, sho rt, shuffling 
steps. The arm s are usually bent and held stiffly 
at the sides and the bo dy is bent fo rw ard slightly. 
So metimes if pushed fo rw ard he may break into 
a run and be unable to sto p. 
All mo vements are 
slo w and appear jerky. 
The invo lu ntary trem o r, which is ch aracter­ 
istic o f the disease, frequently begins in an arm 
and may rem ain there o r spread gradually to the 
o ther limbs and eventually to the head. 
In the 
upper limbs, the fingers and thum bs are mo st 
frequently invo lved, giving rise to the ch aracter­ 
istic pill-ro lling mo vement. 
The rate o f the trem o r usually is between 4 
and 8 m o vements per seco nd and is mo st severe 
when the arm o r leg is at rest. 
It may even dis­ 
appear fo r a sho rt tim e when the limb is mo ved 
vo luntarily and disappears du ring sleep. 
Emo ­ 
tio nal excitem ent o r fatigue intensifies the trem ­ 
o r. 
There is difficulty with speech as it tends to 
beco me lo w and rapid. 
Frequ ently there is a 
tendency to w rite very small. 
Cramplike pains in the limbs and spine are 
no t unco mmo n. 
There are usually no m ental 
changes unless the co nditio n is seco ndary to brain 
disease. 
Po wer is lessened but sensatio n remains 
no rmal as do the reflexes. 
The disease is slo wly 
pro gressive but fo r many years may no t be se­ 
vere eno ugh to incapacitate the individual. 
In 
general a cheerful m ental o utlo o k sho uld be en­ 
co uraged and every effo rt sho uld be made to keep 
the patient active as lo ng as po ssible. 
Massage 
helps the muscle rigidity tem po rarily. 
Drugs used include Aspirin and o ther anal­ 
gesics to help relieve cram p-like pain, and phé­ 
no barbital to help sleeplessness. 
Amphetamine 
helps reduce the num ber o f eye mo vements, helps 
co mbat listlessness and m akes the patient slightly 
mo re active and cheerful. 
Drugs o f the bella­ 
do nna gro up are o f great value in decreasing 
trem o r, rigidity o f the muscles, to o much saliva 
and excessive sweating. 
Because o f the side ef­ 
fect o f such drugs, their effect m ust be studied 
carefully so that the pro per am o unt fo r the in­ 
dividual case is given. 
Synthetic co mpo unds with 
bellado nna-like activity have recently been used 
in treatm ent o f Parkinso nism (named after the 
English physician, Jam es Parkinso n. 1755-1824). 
The antihistam ines are also o f value and all these 
drugs may be used in vario us co mbinatio ns.

ATOMIC AGE MIRACLE

With the aid of the radio­ 
active tracer, scientists found 
that the drug isoniazid had def­ 
inite 
aflinity for 
the infected 
tissue in the body . The ty pical 
tuberculous 
lesion, 
the 
area 
where the disease was destroy ­ 
ing 
body 
tissue, 
accumulated 
and retained large quantities of 
the drug. On the other hand, 
they found that apother drug 
used for TB treatment, PAS, 
readily penetrated the lesion, 
but left again just as^asily . No 
concentration of the drug was 
retained in the infected organs. 
This scientific research may 
seem a little remote to y our 
every day life, hut it’s all part 
of the effort to find out how best 
to cure the TB patient. Doctors 
have used these drugs for some 
y ears, k nowing that they help 
cure TB patients, also k nowing 
that patients vary , in their re­ 
sponse to the different drugs and 
combinations of drugs. Research 
such as this helps them k now 
why and how they work and 
may therefore aid in planning 
specific treatment for patients 
in various stages of the disease. 
Modern treatment of tubercu­ 
losis has removed much of the 
terible curtain of fear that has 
hung over this disease for cen­ 
turies. In the old day s people 
used to say they ’d “rather not 
k now they had TB.” They felt 
it was an automatic sentence to 
death. Today , TB can be cured. 
It’s still a lot more serious than 
the common cold, but there’s no 
reason to hide from the facts. 
Your doctor will advise y ou how 
often y ou should have a chest 
X-ray to mak e sure y ou don’t 
have TB.
